IS DISPUTED 


U. &. WILL CONTEST JURISDIC. 
TION OVER HUDSON BAY 


Washington's Government Officially 
Notifies Whalers that they Need 
Not Longer Recognize Hudson Bay 
as an Iniand Sea in the Possessidn 
of Canada—Canada's Rights Never 
Before Disputed. 


Ottawa.—The Evening Journal says: 
‘It is the intention of the United 
States to contest, at the very first op- 
portunity, the claim of Canada that 
Hudson Kay is an inland sea to which 
the Dominion of Canada has exclusive 
tight, and over which the government 
of this country has complete jurisdic. 
tion and couatrol, 

“For over a year the authorities 
here have been awere that the time is 
rapidly approaching when Canada wiil 


be called upon to defend her rights to} 


that valuable sheet of water or to al- 
low them to be alienated from her. 

“It is probable, of course, when tnat 
time arrives the matter will be dealt 
with by arbitration, but if arbitration 
proceedings are unfruitful the _ques- 
tion will be laid before The Hague 
tribunal for settlement. 

“The action taken by the authorities 


at Washington to bring about a situ.) 


ation which wouid open up the whole 
question and make of it an interna- 
tional affair, is direct und unmistak- 
able. 
ing vessels and “whalers which pro- 
ceed to these latitudes have been offi- 
cially notified from Washington that 
they need not Be hes Hudson Bay 
any donger as an inland sea in the 
possession of Canada. The method of 
refusal to recognize this would, of 
course, be by declining to pay the 
licenses and other dues demanded by 
the Canadian government. This is 
suggested by Wushington. 

“So far during all the years that 
have gone by no owner of an Ameri- 
can vessel, trading or fishing in these 
waters, hag ever ventured to contest 
the rights of Canada to complete jur- 
isdiction over Hudson Bay. Indeed 
the dues have been paid gladly by 
traders if for no other reason than that 
the benefits they derive far outweigh 
the small sums they are allowed 
For instance they are allowed all 
facilities for replenishing their very 
necessary supplies of fuel from the im- 
mense und valuable coal fields which 
are located northwest of the bay 
Above and beyond this, however, is 
the complete ae and good rela- 
tionship that exists between the Ca- 
nadian government and its _ officials 
and the traders themselves. The trad- 
ers are engaged in a most lucrative 
business. Their security for the future 
depends very largely on a continuance 
of the pleasant relations. In their 
turn the whalers and_ traders have 
done many kind and thoughtful acts 
to the Canadian government _ officials 
and others in the far north. Therefore 
up till now not one of them has taken 
any action upon tha—suggestion -of 
Washington. Captain Cromer is one 
of the best known of the American 
traders who go to Hudson Bay. He 
has just paid a visit to Ottawa to con. 
sult with the authorities here upon 
some matters affecting his business 
and in conversation regarding the 
question of jurisdiction over Hudson 
Bay he stated he had no intention of 
availing himself of the authority he 
had received to refuse to pay the dues 
imposed by the Canadian government

EQUAL VOICE 


WITH BRITAIN 


CONSUL FOR U. 8. CONCLUDES 
HIS ARGUMENT 


Has Developed the Contention That 
the United States Has an Equal 
Voice with Great Britain in Legisla- 
tion Involving the Fisheries of the 
Newfoundland Coast—Desired to 
Show Respect to England. 


The Hague.—George Turner, coun- 
sel for the United States, conclud- 
ed his argument befoie tne arbitration 
tribunal that is to decide the New- 
foundland fisheries dispute between 
America and Great Britain, 

During the eigit days Mr, Turner 
has spoken, he has developed the con- 
tention that the United States has an 
equal voice with Great Britain in leg. 
islation involving the fisheries of the 
Newfoundland coasts, and in the en- 
forcement of the regulations arising 
therefrom, 

In other words he has held that 
Great Britain in the treaty of 1818 
gave the United States equality in 
the AA hg rights now at issue. He 
supported his ‘argument with — vol- 
uminous extracts from authorities on 
international law. 

In his peroration, Mr. Turner de- 
clared that though he had spoken 
freely, he had desired throughout to 
show the greatest respect to England 
The United States and England, he 
said, were common in blood, history, 
legislation and language. Perhaps the 
disputes between the two nations 
were due partly to the close relation- 
ship, for when the British lion roared 
across the waters, American blood 
grew hot and a defiant roar was sent 
back, though peace and silence quick. 
ly again held sway.

Not Dependent on American Wheat 
Berlin.—A great reduction in the im- 
portation of American grain into Ger. 
many is predicted by members of the 
Berlin Grain Exchange, who declare 
that this year the German consumer 
is ‘practically independent of the 
United States as u source of supply. 
Noting the fact that the recent shar 
advances in the American market fail- 
ed to produce any material effect on 
the Berlin exchange, the Bourse ex- 
pert of the Tagebiatt says that the 


{reason may be found in the exception- 


al conditions: which enable Germany 
to rely almost entirely upon other 
countries. While American wheat has 
gone up in consequence of the general 
rise in all commodities, the Russian 
crops are expected to be large enough 
to cover the entire German demand at 
lower prices. Hence, adds the writer, 
the Berlin exchanges are responding 
more readily to price conditions in 


| Russia than to the fluctuations in the 


American markets. 


Suffragettes Have a Chance 

London.—The suffragettes have 
scored again heavily in having secured 
from the government the promise of 
two days, July 11 and 12, for a debate 
on the second reading of their fran- 
chise bill. If the ministers had secur- 
ed them even one day at the beginning 
of the last parliament for a serious de- 
bate the suffragette revolt would have 
never taken place.
